Singing Of Carols

Monday of this week marked the 
opening of the Christmas Seal 
campaign of the El Dorado County 
Tuberculosis Association. 

Christmas Day marks the close! 
Just thirty days, and almost the 
busiest days of the whole year! 
Much to accomplish, many to re- 
member. 


This year, when Americans feel 
their responsibility toward the suf- 
fering peoples of war-ridden Europe 
and Asia, there is danger that we 
shall fail to see the need in our 
country, or minimize the need of 
our own people. At such a time, 
when we are thinking of national 
preparedness we should welcome 
the opportunity of purchasing the 
Christmas Seals as they are our al- 
lies in health, and most of the funds 
so raised are put to work here in 
our own county. 

The 1940 Christmas Seal was de- 
signed by Felix Martini, a Los An- 
geles artist. It pictures two boys and 
a girl singing Christmas carols. 

Three special seals are featured on 
the sheet of 100, each being a close- 


; up of one of the three children. A 


large double-barred cross, interna- 
tional emblem of the fight to erad- 
icate tuberculosis is displayed on 
right-hand 
corner. 

Carol singing is of great antiquity 
among Christian communities. It 


; is a song of praise at Christmas- 


tide, and a high church authority 
has said that the oldest carol was 
that sung by the heavenly host 
when the birth of the Savior was 
announced to the shepherds on the 
plains of Bethlehem. It is probable 
that the practice of singing carols 
at Christmas tide arose in imita- 
tion of this as the majority of car- 
ols declared the good tidings of 
great joy. 

Originally, a carol meant a song 
accompanied with dancing, and ap- 
pears to have been danced by many 
performers by taking hands form- 
ing a ring and singing as they went 
round; for this reason most of the 
old carols were set to dance tunes. 
Such songs came in vogue when it 
was usual at Christmas-tide to give 
representation, with lay figures, in 
churches and private houses, of the 
the child Jesus, 
which the religious accomplished 
with singing and dancing. During 
the Middle Ages, a choir boy was 
frequently elected “Boy Bishop,” on 
St. Nicholas Day, December 6th. 

So our little Christmas Seal pro- 
claims glad tidings, sung by happy, 
healthy children, with the double- 
barred cross as the symbol of cour- 
age and hope.

@ Most of us learned the multi- 
plication tables in groups of 2’s, 
3’s and 4’s. We said: “2 times 1 
are 2, 2 times 2 are 4, 2 times 3 
are 6,” and so on. The 9 times 
was the last one and seemed the 
hardest. Some of us also learned 
the tables of 10’s, 11’s and 12’s. 
Few do nowadays. However, 
most children today learn the 
multiplication tables about as we 
did. 

There is something about the 
rhythm and order of these tables 
that make them easy. But after 
you have learned a table, say of 
7’s and know it perfectly you 
might have trouble on meeting up 
with a combination out of its or- 
der. I remember, for example, 
that for a long while after I could 
say the table of 7’s rapidly and 
accurately, I would have trouble 
when I had to multiply 6 by 7 or 
9 by 7. I could not get either one 
until I had said over all the rest of 
the table of 7’s from the beginning 
to the combination wanted. Other 
adults tell me they must do so 
still with certain multiplication 
facts. I have found numerous 
school children who must. 


Facts as Facts 


It is a much better practice to 
learn each multiplication fact as 
a fact alone, therefore, not to 
learn it in a table of 2’s, 6’s, 7’s 
and the like. Accordingly, the 
child would learn, for example, 
the fact, 2 times 7 are 14, 6 times 
{4 are 24, then 3 times 9 are 27, 
‘This is just as I suggested the 
Nearning of each of the 100 addi- 
ition and 109 subtraction facts. 
Yn ordinary experience with num- 
‘bers we don’t stay in the table of 
‘any one group. They come at 
random. Why not learn them s0? 

A good way is to write down all 
the tables, then cut them up, shuf- 
fle the slips of proper pairs, draw 
them by chance and copy each 
combination as you draw it. Then 
you will have a sheet of all the 
multiplication combinations which 
‘the child will need to memorize. 


If you do so, be sure not to have 
the child attack more thar. three of 
these facts at a sitting. The child 
saves time if right after he mem- 
orizes the fact, “3 times 7 are 21,” 
‘he also memorizes the fact, “7

Table Talk 

The chances are that your child 
will have to learn his tables at 
school in groups as you did. If 
this is the way it is done at school 
don’t interfere. Encourage the 
child to go on the school way. You 
might, however, induce him to 
practice in any such table by hav- 
ing them out of order. Say he 
has learned the table of 4’s. In- 
duce him to cut the pairs up in 
slips and shuffle the slips and 
then try himself out on them, be- 
ing careful to look at each prod- 
uct if in doubt. 

Encourage him never to use any 
multiplication, addition or sub- 
traction fact in a problem until 
he has first memorized this fact. 
Let him learn by heart each num- 
ber fact first then use it as soon 
as possible thereafter. 

I still have on hand copies of 
the 100 addition and 100 subtrac- 
tion facts which every child 
should learn by heart before the 
age of nine or ten, since he will 
use them all the rest of his life.

Solving Parent Problems 

Q. Are formal parties helpful to 
the timid, lonely, non-social child?

In Bulgaria blackouts are to be 
discontinued and there is a public 
display of deep satisfaction that the 
nation has not been forced into the 
war. It is beyond reasonable doubt 
that Russia has guided Bulgaria’s 
policy in recent weeks, when the 
Germans were struggling to gain So- 
fia’s adhesion to the tripartite pact. 

If the Germans were to force their 
way through Bulgaria in order to 
attack Turkey and so try to reach 
Suez, their difficulties would be 
increased seriously. Without the co- 
operation of Bulgaria, the German 
general staff would have to face 
the possibility of eventual Russian 
enmity, which might become active 
if the Turkish campaign became 
bogged. 

Too, an offensive in the middle 
east, even under the most advan- 
tageous conditions, would open the 
vital Rumanian oil fields to air bom- 
bardment, iwth Bulgaria antagonis- 
tic to a German thrust, this dan- 
ger would increase, making the wells 
a hostage to fortune. 

By any standard of realistic 
therefore, it would seem safe to 
conclude that Herr Hitler must now
